Measles :- 

The  number  of  cases  of  Measles  notified  is  hardly  a 
true  index  of  the  number  ofcases  of  this  disease  in  the  area. 
Cases  of  Measles  with  Bronchopneumonia  are  whenever  necessary 

admitted  to  Hospital.  There  have  been  no  deaths  frommeasles  this 
year.  Cases  may  also  be  admitted  where  home  surroundings,  ma^e 

proper  nursing  impossible. 


General  Health :- 

Apart  from  cold$,  influenza,  minor  outbreaks  of  sore  throats 
the  general  health  of  the  population  has  remained  good.  This  in  epi 
spite  of  the  prolonged  war  effort  with  its  mixing  01  popul  .'-on,

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Public  Health  Staff:- 

The  Medical  Officer  spends  his  whole  time  in  Public 
Health  work, being  Medical  Officer  for  the  neighbouring 
Borough  of  Wilton  and  for  the  Salisbury  and  Wilton  Rural 
Area,  His  qualifications  are  Bachelor  of  Science  (  Honours) 

St. Andrews;  Bachelor  of  Surgery  and  Medicine;  Diploma  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  Public  Health; 
Certificates  of  Tropical  Medicine  and  Tropical  Hygiene,  London. 

Sanitary  Inspectors:-  T.  A.  Brown  (on  active  service  since  39) 

A.D.G.  Go old. 

The  sanitary  inspectors  have  no  technical  or  clerical  assistants 
The  inspector  holds (inter  alia)  the  appointments  of  Surveyor, 

Sewage  Works  Manager  and  Petroleum  Officer.  The  duties  of  Salvage 
Officer  and  certain  civil  defence  duties  also  fall  upon  him. 

Sanitary  Circumstance ss- 

I*  &ain  Drainage.  The  descriptions  already  given  of  the  main 
drainage  systems  still  apply.  There  were  no  additions  to 
sewers  during  the  year  and  no  improvements  made  to  the 
Disposal  works.  The  back  of  the  Sewer  through  Lordsmead 
Orchant,  Mere  was  broken  after  a  cloudburst  and  about  fifty 

yards  ofothe  Sewer  had  to  be  re  laid* 

An  extensive  main  drainage  scheme  has  been 

• 

completed  in  the  Parish  of  Zeals  but  no  private  properties 

have  been  connected. 

2.  House  Drainage:-  Septic  Tanks  are  being  installed  in  areas 
which  are  not  sev/ered  three  were  installed  ifc  1942  (against 
seven  in  1941  andseventeen  in  1940).  Ther  are  no  byelaws  or 
regulations  governing  thesize  or  pattern  of  these  tanks,  -o 
Cesspools  were  installed.  The  septic  tanks  on  the  Councils 
Housing  Estates  were  emptied  as  required*  0®^  private  works 
suitably  dealt  with  where  nuisances  were  brought  to  light. 

3#  Public  Cleansing: -Sc  venging. 

AAquarterly  collection  of  house  refuse  was 

carried  out  by  contract  at  Mere,  and  at  Tisbury. 
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Scavenging  continued* 

Half  yearly  collections  were  carried  out  at  Hindon  Hast  Knoyle 
Maiden  Bradley  and  Seraley.  In  twenty  parishes  however  there  was  no 
collection •  Allthe  refuse  is  tipped.  There  are  eleven  tipping  places 
provided  by  the  R.D.C.  or  by  the  Parish  Councils  and  still  many 
unofficial  ones.  Hone  of  the  tipping  places  are  " continued".  It  was 
necessary  to  bait  many  of  them  for  rats.  The  nuisance  at  -Lisoury  t  ip. 
was  partly  reduced  by  spontaneous  combust  Lon  which  occurred  during 
the  Summer  although  there  were  difficulties  owing  to  the  blackout 
regulations.  The  collection  and  sale  of  salvage  has  been  carried  out 
independently,  the  more  substantial  part  being  collected  by  the  W.  \T.S 
AAtotal  of  104-  tons  of  waste  paper  was  collected', an  increase 
of45  tons  over  1941).  Apart  from  metal  removed  by  the  linisttry  of 
Works  and  the  Ministry’s  o\m  Scrap  Metal  Drive;  there  was  a  substan¬ 
tial  decrease  in  the  amount  of  metal  salvaged.  Tne  collection  of 

bones  however  maintained  a  high  average. 

b.  Verminous  Premises:-  There  were  three  cases 

in  which  it  was  thought  that  fumigation  of  the  premises  would  be  fee 

beneficial.  No  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  by  bugs. 

c.  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction:-  Various  rat  poisons 

were  distributed  as  before  to  ratepayers  making  application.  Taere 
is  no  change  in  the  position  as  regards  infestation 

d.  Smoke AAb at ement :-  Ho  action  has  been  taken 

under  this  heading  in  view  of  the  Government  instruction  on  the 

matter. 

e.  Schools:-  There  were  no  improvements 

in  Sanitary  conveniences  but  they  were  on  the  whole  well  .  po.  -he 
Water  supply  to  the  Kilmington  school  was  considerably  improved. 

f.  Public  Houses,  Hotels  etc;-  Thirty  premises  were 
visited  and  found  to  be  reasonably  well  kept.  Ho  extensive  -or* 

was  necessary. 

g.  Shops, Bakeries  etcs-Fourteen  visits  were  paid  to 
bakehouses  some  of  which  were  found  in  a  very  dirty  cone it  ion. 

This  was  put  down  to  lack  of  labour  but  all  the  premises  concerned 
had  beencleansedwithin  a  few  weeks  o g  the  notice  being  given. 
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4.  7ater  Supply. 


The  general  description  of  the  water  supplies  of  the 
district  are  as  last  year.  There  has  been  no  occasion  t&  report 
under*  Article?? (3) •  The  Council  Waterworks  Manager  takes  samples  9 

regularly  under  this  head  and  ";ny  action  necessaiy  to  maintain

Pure  supplies.  During  the  year  six  samples  v/ere  taken  from  private 

k  , 

supplies  andthree  from  watercress  beds.  Only  one  of  the  former  was 

* 

found  seriously  polluted.  This  was  a  well  atK  Kilminton  and  sjieps 
were  taken  to  reduce  the  contamination.  Analyses  of  the  Councils 
public  supplies  are  satisfactory  and  vary  little  from  previous 

k 

reports.  The  water  derived  from  the  well  at  Me  re  and  from  the 
spring  at  Tisbuiyv/ere  slightly  polluted  with  soil  organisms  which 
were  reported  to  be  ofae  nonfaecal  fcrpe.  This  water  is  chlorinated 
prior  to  distribution  and  the  samples  of  chlorinated  water  were 

satisfactory. 


5.  Lie  at  and  other  Foods. 

Slaughtering  continued  to  be  carried  out  at  the 
Government  Slaughterhouse  at  Tisbury  until  April  1st, when  the  work 

was  transferred  to  Salisbury.  Throughout  the  year  a  total  of  two 
tons  sixty  pounds  of  meat  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.
